THE HISTORY OF A ROAD. 


The Cincinnati Southern is 336 miles 
long and makes about an air-line from Cin- 
cinnati to Chattanooga. It was built with 
the proceeds of $18,000,000 in bonds, issued 
by the city of Cincinnati, As these bonds 
were sold at par, it will be seen that the 
road cost over $50,000 a mile, for the grad- 
ing, building, etc, without the running 
equipments. The average cost of southern 
roads is ${8,000 with the running equip- 
ment; this road could have been built for 
$10,000 a mile. But it must not be under- 
stood that the extra $40,000 a mile 
was wasted. On the contrary the road was 
carefully constructed, and built under con- 
stant supervision, ‘Theextra cost went into

Robertson was in his eighty-fourth ‘year, 
being born in Savannah, Ga, in the year 
1796. He served his time with Mr.«Francis 
Hall, proprietor of the Commercial Adver- 
tiser, in New York a4 and thea returned 
to Savannah, where, ab ut thewear 1823, he 
bonght out the Savannah Georgian, which 
had almost passed out of existence. With 
the energy of early manhood he built up 
he paper and made it u lucrative invest- 
met, the leading paper of Savannah, and 
an influential factor in the affairs of the 
@ity and state. About the same time he 
represented Chatham county in the.legisla- 
ture and served the city at the council 
board, and he was first lieutenant “of the 
Chatham artillery for several years, under 
Casio Bulloch. The prospect of estab- 
lishing himself in New York city lured him 


from the certainty of an established busi- 


ness and from the honors that were being 
aceorded to his popular manner, bis fertile 
and vigorous pen, and his~remarkable en- 
ergy and industry. But he quickly lost in 
New York all that be bdd aceumilated in 
Savannah. From New York he removed to 
Augusta, Ga., and established the Weekly 
Transcript, a purely literary paper; but 
soou discontinued itand became teller of 
the Mechanics bank, which place he held 
for about twenty vears. It was during that 
time (in the bog 1839) that the yellow fever 
devastated the city of Augusta asit has 
lever. scourged any other city, and for 
many days he wasthe only person in the 
bank. The president, cashier and directors 


had fled from the pestilence, all the clerks 


fere prostrated r the fever, aud some 


Ww 
died, but he remained in perfect health, 
and kept the 


bank open every day 


without exception, locking and unlocking 
more than halfa inillion dollars, of which 


he was the sole custodian. 


For the two 


traits that shone most conspicuously in his 
character were devotion to duty and a most 


xaci and scrupulous integrity. He retired 


from the bank and from all active business 
in 1855, enjoying a green old age with the 
kindly, genial temper that made him ever 
a welcome guest, and carried him happily 


through every ill. 


Since the death of his 


wife, which occurred in 1872, he hasspent 
all his winters with hig son, Major Robert- 
son, in Blackshear, where he died on the 


2th instant. His remains were conveved 
to Savannah and interred in the family 
burial ground in Laurel Grove cemetery.

At. midnight he 
was awakened from a sound sleep by a 
friend, and told that his residence in 
Alexander, with.all its contents, had 
been destroyed by fire. Dr. Ormond 
went home the next day, and while 
looking at the ruins of his house, he re- 
ceived the news that a friend for whom he 
had largely indorsed had failed. On March 
7, he was found'unconseious in his bed by 
his little daughter. remained in a 
comatose state for six weeks: When he re- 
gained consciousness, it was weeks before 


found that he had lost all knowledge of 
reading and writing, and that, although he 
seemed to recognize some of his old friends, 
he could not call any of them by name. By 
persistent effort Dr. Ormond’s wife succced- 
ed in teaching her husband the alphabet. 
and after some months he could read 
short sentences of small words. She 
also taught him to write his name, which 
he did mechanically, copying the 
characters she made, without having any 
impression of them on his mind. Although 
he could read a little, he could not learn to 
spell the simplest words. As he improved 
in bealth, the names of his children and of 
some of his friends returned to him, but he 
could not tell to whom the names belonged. 
If he wanted one child, he would call 
it by the name of another, and friends 
in conyersing with him found him ad- 
dressing them by the names of others. 
Another peculiarity of his case was the 
fact that while he could not read, write, 
or spell he could count and make the most 
intricate calculations in his head, being as 
unable to make a figure with pen or pencil 
as he was letters. Probably the most curi- 
ous cireumstances of all was his inclination 
to do and say things Contrary to what he 
iftended. If he said “down” he meant up; 
for on he said off; for right, left, and vice 
varsa. He carried his cane upside down, 
and did many other things by contraries 
which for a long time rendered it un- 
safe for him to be left alone. Those pecu- 
liarities, however, have dsappeared, but 
his inability to read, write, and spell, and 
to useonly a limited number of words in 
talking, stillremains. Dr. Ormond’s mem- 
ory hasalso greatly improved. In business 
affairs he is assbrewd as ever. His fire and 
the loss occasioned by the failure of his 
friend ruined him financially, and since his 
infliction his wife has supported the family 
by duing millinery work and dress-making. 
Dr. Ormond indulges in all kinds of physi- 
cal exercises, but is not permitted much 
mentallabor. His physician says that his 
death is probable atany moment, and that 
it is doubtful if he ever fully recovers.

A __iporter was at once 
ordered to knock the head in, which he ac- 
cordingly did, when, to his utter horror, he 
discovered that the barrel contained two 
dead bodies! And then this colored man, 
almost pale with affright, dropped his little 
hatchet, and, rushing into the office, com- 
municated the awful fact to Mr. Avery. 
That gentleman and his clerks rushed out 
to the open barrgl and sure enough there 
were the two bodies doubled up and packed 
in with charcoal. The upper body was evi-

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ROME'S ROCK CRACKING. 


Councilman Stewart Proposes to In- 
troduce Some of itinto Atianta. 

Andrew Stewart, our efficient chairman 
of the street committee, who has recently 
returned from a visit to Rome, has fatien in 
love with the system of rock cracking prac- 
ticed in that city. The authorities” have a 
regular rock cracking machine, driven by 
an engine, The whole affuir was purchased 
by the city council of Rome at‘a.cost of 
$1,000, and has been found to work most 
satisfactorily. This machine will do as 
much work in a day as thirty active and in- 
dustrious hands, and by its operations can 
keep ten dump carts continually moving. 

r. Stewart intends to try and get the 
city council ef Atlanta to author‘ze him to 
purchase a crusher and an engine. The 
whole arrangement, he thinks, can be 
bought for less than the cost of the one now 
in us? at Rome. He is of the opinion that 
it will be a great saving to Atlanta to have 
one of these outfits. At present alf of the 
broken rocks used for macadamizing the 
streets are furnished by bands from the re- 
corder’s court. This kind of labor, it is 
well known, is quite uncertain, a3 the force 
is regulated by the amount of crinie com- 
mitted within the jurisdiction of the re- 
corder’s court. 

Mr. Stewart says that with a rock-crusher 
in successful operation five miles of streets 
can be macadadized in Atlanta every yeac. 
It only takes one man to run the engine 
and two or three to keep the criisher sup- 
plied with material, consequently the ex- 

nse is very light. The main force of the 
xands from the recorder's court would be 
kept busily employed distributing the rocks 
as they are dumped in piles from the carts; 
while a few of the hands would be retained 
at the machine for the purpose of keeping 
it supplied with material. 

At present the system used for cracking 
rocks is yor A unsatisfactory. Constantly a 
number of hands are unemployed either at 
one end of the line or at theother. Mr. 
Stewart intends at an early day to lay the 
whole matter before the city council of At- 
lanta and ask for an appropriation for the 

urchase of a rock crust and an engine. 

e will present the system in a most favor- 
able light and we will not be surprised if 
the council acts favorably upon the matter. 
If miles of streets can be maca every 

ear, the city will soon be able carry off the 
ue ribbon for fine streets and safe 
thorough fares.
